Thirty Eight Scions of Broomstick, All Gold, Ham- 
burg, Burgomaster, and England’s 
Fashionable Sires. 



Now York, IMnroli 14. — As .t result of tlio our- 
t.-iiliiiont of racing in England iin idoiital to the 
war. Harry Payne Wliilnoy’s <*olors will lx* soon 
nowhere bnt in Aincri<*a this yejir. Last fall Mr. 
Whitin*y. after having maintained an «‘xtensive rac- 
ing estahlisliment in England for s«»ine half-dozen 
years to g«MMl imrpose, transferred .all of his thor- 
oughbred sto<k to this eoimtry. That explains why 
•lames Rowe, who has Immui a<*hieving nanarkable 
results with the Whitney horses since he iM-caine 
Mr. Whitney’s racing manager, has in training at 
ltr(H»kdale Fairm in New .lersey the Largest string 
of two-year-ohls Mr. Whitney has ever had. The 
string nnmlMTs thirty -eight and includes not only 
tin? offspring of the Itrookdale sires and dams. 
^vhose produce h.ave la*en gjiining glory .and distirn*- 
tion f4»p the Wiiitm*y <*oiors in the past few years, 
but represcaits tin* results <»f the m.ating of some 
of the choicest of tlie P.rookalale m:;trons with a 
select list of fashioii:ible English stallions. Mr. 
Wliltney had planned to race the i>riMlma* of these 
matings on the Etiglish turf, bnt the war upset 
bis i>laus ainl the Aim-rican turf will ther»*by l>e 
the gainer. 

It is reasonably to be exi>ested that this list 
of thirty -eight royally -br(*d juveniles includes tin* 
pr<*sp;*ctive t wo-yt*ar-«dd chami>ion of the ye;ir in 
Ameri<*:i. It luis be«*n tin* habit of .Tames R<iwe 
to develop the juvenile st:ii*s of each ye:ir. when- 
ever In* b;ts h:id i>n*i»er materi.-il to work with. 
Witl« sm-h a wealth <»f highly-bn*d youngsters it 
Would not lx* in no wise surprising shouhl he du- 
plicate s«une of the inarv<*lous t W'o-ye;jr-«»lds of 
which In* had the training in the iK*erless stable of 
the late James R. Keene. 

It is true that such prizes as then swadled the 
total of the Keene st;ible to unheard of proiH>r- 
tiiins are not now available to reward the efforts 
of :i sm*cessful trainer of Mr. Rowe’s stamp, but 
many of the big r:u*es. the winning of whicli 
brought sjicli everlasting f.ime to the lv€‘ene colors, 
an* still iM'ing run :unl tin* winning of tln*in is 
quite as desirabli*. from the standpoint of a sp«»rts- 
inan of Mr. Whitney’s type, as in the more pros- 
]>erons days of the eastern turf, even tinuigh the 
values have been greatly reduced bj' stress of cir- 
cumstaiK’es.

NO MEASURE AGREED UPON YET. 



.\nnai>olis. Md., March 14. — .\fter the finance 
commit t«*e had devtded a <*onshb*ral>h* i*a.rt of yes- 
teial.i.v to discussing the ;»dvis;ibi!ity of imposing a 
lic«*ns«* fee on r:ne tr.uks in this state, four bills 
design«*<l to regulate running r.Kcs were introduced 
in the senate List night. Pn*sident Gampb<*ll in 
trofluced one. s«*ii:itor Frick one, senator .Norris 
one and st*mitor Dnval <uie. The Gainpbell, Frick 
and Norris bills are more or less similar in th(*ir 
provisions. Ea< h provides for a state r;n*ing c<»m 
mission, imposes a liaense f«e on tin* tra«*ks and 
limits tlie nninber of r.icing d.iys for eaeli tnuk. 
The Dnval bill dire«*ts tliat racing licenses shall 
be issneii by the state eomptndbT. 

It is pr«*tt.v elear now that tli**re will be no 
serious :itt«*ni|>t to cut out ra<ing altogetln*r and 
that tin* worst tin* t:*:icks in:«.v look for is a st:ite- 
wide eommissioii and ;i lieense fee. Tin* Ix'st p4>sted 
1*4*11. ;Vi* tiiat tin* Ii4-eiis4* f»e will lx* Tin? rae 

tra«*ks, lniwev<*r. bav** mil «aiiin* t<igeiln*r on any 
)irop4isiti4iii ami it ni.iy lx* th.it eaeli bill will lx* 
tulk(‘d to death and in the end tin* situation will 
remain as lx*f<»r«*. 

'1 wo of tl“* bills provide only for ])ari-mntuel 
ixxils, ami this feiitnre will nml4>nhti*dly lx* in.ide 
jiart of wii.-itever bill is passed, .so that Lxmkmakiiig 
will lx* ;i tiling of tin* jiast. 

The bill iiitr«xlini*d in tin* senate by president 
Gainpbell providi*s for a racing eoinmission, t4i Ix' 
appoiiiti'd b.v the g4iverm»r, to isnisist of three 
im*mlx*rs. om* to represent tin* br4“«*d4*rs. om* from 
Raitiinore eit^' and «im* from the state oiitsidi.* the 
city.

ONE OF THE FILLIES WHICH MAY BRING MORE FAME TO 
CELT THIS YEAR

Curiously enough, good though the two-yo.ir-old 
(*olts of last racing .si*as.ui undoubtedly were, the 
(lilies, both east and west, with few exeeptious. 
Were decidedly moderate. The lielles of tin? season 
were, of course, Geiandria and Puss iii R.x>ts. 
Neitlier of them, however, can ho reckon<*d as 
quite high class, though Gelaiidrla’s effort in the 
Walden .Stakes, Iier tinal appearance for the year, 
was a distimtly good jierformanee, and Puss in 
Roots <*ould always lx* relied upon to display a 
high order of speed and inuunged to lieat l»umi- 
naiit in the Ho]ieful Stakes at Saratoga. The 
stoutly-made Jacoba was lirst home in the Spina- 
wa.v and the ill-starred Rambi lx‘at the Hopeful 
heroim* later along in tlie racing season. Quite 
different form tliis to that displayed the preceding 
year by the undefeated Regret, the p.eknowledgd 
ehampion of tin* east, ami the irrepressible Water- 
bloss<uu, the queen 4>f the west. 

Now that Fms in Roots is away to the other 
side of the broa4l .Vtlantie, with a view to tak- 
ing ln*r part in the New «)aks. it .seems hanUy 
ne<*es.sar.v to deal exhanstivel.v with eitln*r Hie per- 
f4irinam-es or peiligrei* of the handsome ilanghter <if 
Peter Pan and Star Gat. .Sntthe it to say that 
speeil. rather than stamina, is her forte, thoiigii 
taking a line through her lialf-sister. the sta.ving 
.Star Jasmine, .some improvement ina.v be hxikeil 
for. In this respect, and I am sure tin* good 
wishes of all .\nn*ri4*an sportsmen go with .Mr. Fox- 
hall Keene in liis landalde attempt to duplicate 
bis late father’s success with Gap and Rells tifteeii 
years ago. 

Failing Puss in IVxits. it would appear that Ce- 
lamirin will have only Jacidia and Lanibi to beat. 
Jacoha ran a gc<>d lilly in the Spiuaway. tlien 
faib'd to s<*ore again, but the ill starred Rambi 
was appari'iitly just coming iiit«i forni when she* 
eonec*deil a p'Uind and dc*fc*ateil Puss in R«x»ts at 
Pimlico, and it was indc*c*d cruel luck that she* 
should have* hec*u cut down whc*n running forwardly 
fur the Jnvenilc* Handicap a few days latc*r. Just 
how serious is the nature* of Rambi’s injnr.v I <lo 
not know, bnt hor?e*s which have* had Ihelr teiuhuis 
almost se*ve*rc*d have r-eovered from the-ir ln.lnries 
in a most astoniidiiig inaniier. Old Ueiseniate siMji'ted 
a leg, which would iiave* graced an elepliaiit, wa.s 
siie*h a one, the case* too, of JStar Jasmine nppe*are*el 
at one time ab.''eilnt<*ly liope*les8, bnt eve*ryont* 
knows that Star Jasmine, winner of the Latonia 
Gup, was ne*ver so g4Hxl in licr life as she* was 
last bac'k end, so there must e*ertainly be hoix*s 
for Rambi’s e*omplete reove*ry. Let us bojie? for 
the be*st at all events, for she* is a gtxxl breel one, 
liy Me*<;ee out of Hart TallxR’s old r acre in a re 
Maude* Gonne. daughter of The* Goininoiie*r — Ee-lipse* 
to Herod mating again. However, even at her 
best. 1 take it that Rambi is the inferior of 
Geiandria. 

N’4> less than fifteen limes did Geiandria face the 



barrier last year and was five times first to cate-h 
the* judge's’ e*ye. Howe?ve*r. Ge*laiidria was .so un- 
fortiiiiate* as to be twice disepialifie*d. Gelamlria’s 
vi4-torie*s im*lmle tin? Glov«*r Sake*s at Aepiediiet. 
the* Demoise‘Ile Stakes at 'Re*lniont l*ark and late*r 
along a handicap at Lniire*!. Her last rae*e of 
the* year, tin* Wald»*n Stake?s, niarkesl proh- 
iihly Ge?1amlria’s crowning e*ffort, and it was indeed 
mU'ortnnate that the stewards found it m*e*e*.ssary 
to eleprive he*r of her hard e*arm*d laurels, Lir 
on her perf.irinance in this rae*e she can he made* 
out m*:irly the* e?epial of Goloin*! Veimie, also a 
.sufferer from adverse fejrtune iluring the running 
of the race* and epiite the* supe*r:or of Puss in 
Ro'ils. The* Walde*n Stakes is run ove*r the full 
mile distance so that Ge*1anilria evid»*ntlv stays 
well and weight does not steip he*r. Jiidgt*d on her 
Wablen Stakes’ form, Geiandria assure*dJy must be 
tlio lx*st till.v of 19L5. 

Quite we*Il did I know Hiat Ge*landria was a 
daughter of Gelt .‘ind .Vdiiana. daughter of the* 
champion brexxliiiaro sire Haiuluirg. but it bad 
sliiipe*d my iue*meiry that .Vdriana was a half-sisie*r 
to tliat geiiiiine little race* her.e* (b*ldsuiilh, and 
it was not until turning to Hie* page*s of the* stud 
h.iok that I was re*minde*el tlcit .\driana was out 
of Kilde*«*r by Darebin. Extraordinary, or. ralhe*r 
I slioiiiil sn.v convim-ing, is it not, how rr4‘<|m*ntl.v 
this lilending of the* blood line*s works out in the 
pUMlnction of tin* be*st ami fb*ete*st of oiir race* 
li irse*s’> Tin* fnrtluT I de*lve* into tliorouglibrcd horse? 
history, tin* more* pe*rsn:idcd I am tiiat this ble*nil- 
ing of the thre*e* gre*at llne*s of Herxl, Mate*he*m 
and Eclipse is tlio tnn* see*re*t of sncce*ss in bre*e*d- 
iiig race* horsos. Soine-tliing of this, from the* pe*ii

desin*s to dispose of om* of his horses tlirongh a 
selling raeo at what he »«>asiders a fair valnati«»n 
i.s pra<-i jcally shut off from doing .so. 

“SnpjMi.se a man has a horse worth and 

enters iiim to he .s<dd at a valuation uliicli, plus 
the sum of tirst money, would make iij) that 
amount. He me*is horses worth from to 

4iiten- 1 in the same rae«* at a valuation 
a(‘tually lower than that whieh he has pIa<*(Ml on 
liis own liorse. What eliani'e has lie to winV 
None in the world. Besides this, who is likely to 
ilaim hi- liors4- after he has run tinplaied among 
horses valiUMl at jiriees ladow that which lie has 
set on his own horse, and wliieh are able to beat 
him doing anything V 

* If he tries to hny the winner wlion he i.s of- 
fensl at aiieiion after llie race he finds that bis 
owner is ready and willing 1«» protect him up to 
his actual value, and all that he can gain l»v his 
run-np is lasting ill will of a wealthy and ijndiahly 
intliieiit iai owner along with dliat of a long string 
of trainers and owners who may be eoiinted among 
Ills following. 

•Tlieorefieally. «»f course, he may claim any 
under valued horse in tin- race which has failerl To 
win: but as bis w i>li is to .sell and not to bu.v, it 
is quite wifliin the limits of pi»ssi!dlity that he 
ma.v not be financially in a |iosition to <-laini and 
I»ay for one of tin->M‘ beaten and undervalued 
liorses. He is in the unenviable ]*osition of having 
tried to -i-ll his horse for what he deems him 
worth and <»f having run him and had him beaten 
and cheapened by the race. 

“I have no doiil.t that evn with the auction 
provision left out. it would happen often that some 
owners might be deterred from elainiing an iiinlei 



valued winner by the fear of im-urriiig the enmity 
of a jiopular and imliieiitial owner: hiif willi the 
winner alwa,vs lialdi* to elaini. that <*vil woiili! 
correct Itself in a short tiim*. f«ir many men would i 
be found ready to trade off a little lemp<»rary i^.p- I

IMPORTED HORSES RULE IN AUSTRALIA. 

Of re<*ent ri*ars imported horses have playi-d a 
prominent part in Australian racing, their ini- 
IMirtaiit victories n<*w imlnding the .Mellmunn'. Svil- 
iiey, Australian, (^iiilfield, Wiillaiiistown, Adelaide, 
Perth, llobart and Moonee Valley Cups, A. ,1. C. 
M«‘trof><ditaii, V. A. T. (’. Futurity Stakes, ami 
various weight -forage events. In the future 
their sue(*esses iiia.v_ 1 h* even more niiinerous than 
in the iMist, as ow'iiig to the eoiuparative <*heap- 
ness of good-quality stoik in England during the 
past year .Australians have Isuiglit freely. In re- 
s|M‘et of tried horses nuently imported, Redferii 
stands right out. He cost Sir William Cmiper .5.3IM) 
guineas, and at the time of liis sale English critlis 
exiiressed the opinion that only for his thrt‘e-year- 
old engagements Isdiig voided, <‘ons(‘quent on the 
death of liis nominator, he w’ould have realized 
lO.tMMi guineas. Well, if und(‘r <»rdinary eir<*um- 
stanees Redfeni was worth that amount in Eng- 
land. lie should 1 h‘ easil}* the lM*st liorse <*ver im- 
ported to .Viistralia for racing pur|ioses. Of course, 
<*ertaint.v d<H*s not attach to such proving the ease, 
as i-liaiige of elim:ite do«*s wonders for some horses, 
while it affects others ailversely. If Lilvveil had 
remained in England little might have In-en heard 
of him, but out here lie developed weiglit-for-age 
form. 

The Western Australian climate, in particular, 
would apix'ar to .agree with English horses, as even 
allowing that, in iiroportioii to Australian-bred 
liorses <‘ompetiiig. their immlM'rs are greater than in 
opier Kt.ates, their smaa-ss has b«*en marked. Pos- 
sibly l iiiay have missed a few, but in Western 
Australia the imported winners during tiie first 
half of the current season included Glad Eye, 
Reptoii. Early .Morn, Simple Maid, Royal Vixen, 
Irish l)mk, Winter's Night, Greeiicap, High Ro<k, 
Silverfoil. Adaleila. .lackyarder. Caiiterluirv Chick 
and Fantarie. Between them that (adlectioii ac- 
counted for alK>ut tliirty races of a total value of 
something over ?2.5,(KK). Adaleila, Irish Duck, 
Glad Eye, Early Morn and High Rock shone in 
rcsiM'ct of iinmlM>r of wins, and as the hitter’s 
three races aggregated in prize money alone, 

he has jiroved profitable at tlie 2(Mt guineas p.iid 
for him in the ohl conntr.v. F.-intarie’s tw’o wins 
at the recent W. A. T. C. (Perth) meeting ear- 
ned I4.2IMI. and that <»f Simple Maiil in the Rail- 

wa. v Stakes In Englaml Fantarie raced 

without any smeess as a two-year-old. 

Turning to Vi<-toria. the winners in that state 
from August 1 of last year, to .lannary 31 <*f this, 
included Luvmido. Liidoviteli. Ben, Defence, Ijjidy 
ClialIa<‘onibe, King Marco and Llanislien among the 
imixjrted horses. ;iikI tiiungh Cyklon xvas iiiisiiccess- 
fui in anything, lie mn second in two weiglit-for- 
:ige races and third in the Caiilfhld Cup at the 
V. A. T. C. sjiring meeting. Polybius and Sweet 
Slumbers are winners tliis montli. The Caulfield 
Cup was remark.ible because of tlie fact that the 
place- getters Laveiido. William the Silent and 
(’ykloii —wen* sill bred in England. The Cup was 
worth .$20.(HM) to tlie owner of Lavendo. and tlie 
value of that horse’s four wins in the spring only 
fell a few pounds short of $22.."0tJ. Ludovitcii 
(by Ijouviers) won a i-ouple of races, one of wliieli 
was wortli ami Ben and King Marco were 

each credited with a liandit'ap of similar value. 
The horses meiitioiK'd approximately won $27..5(K) 
iluring six montlis and. according to training -track 
reiH*rts from Melbourne, it will not be long ere 
Cyklon is enrolletl among the English winners in 
Australia. 

Sonlh -Vnstralia lias only a few imisirtial horses 
comiieting at its nundiiigs, but Double Cp, one of 
tlie number, lias pnlliMl off a race this si'ason. 
Then* are several English importations racing in 
gnec-nslaml, ami Bacludor's Persse. a thnH‘-ycar- 
old by Bachelor’s Double, was na-cntl.v .sn<-cessfnl 
in Brisbane. In the iiorllierii eafiital, however. 
Aiiieriean-bred aiiinials in Conquistador, St. Ora 
and S'anctissiiiia have been figuring to greater ad- 
vantage than tlie English division, and the first- 
iiaiiKMl is one of the best horses in Queensland. 

It is almost niiiieees.sary for me to write that 
nowadays a “registered” im*eting in .Sydney that 

does not im-Inde :i few imiiortiHl rnniiers is ntins- 
tial, ami some are finding their wa.v into the un- 
registered niiiks. At meetings in this city Wil- 
liam the Silent lias won more jirize money than 

aii.y otluT importation tliis season, his first in the 
Tri.il Stakes ami second In the .Metropolitan carr^- 
iisg $7,4!K't. at'.d, in addition, he won a race at 
Rosohill ami another at Kenilda tlninge, so that 
his aggregate would be about |S.2."»0.

The aggreg.ite value of 
the contract is given as $91 ,(NM).(MM). Deliveries are 
to iM’giii Avithin forty days, and the contract is to 
be filled Avitliin a year. According to those in- 
terested, it Avill require 300.(MN).(MM) pounds of beef 
and 1,5(K),(MM) bags of rice, together with millions 
of pounds of iM’aiis, carrots and onions, to fill the 
i-ontraet. The ImiH'rial Canneries is ji new’ eor- 
IMiration, composed of three American packing eon- 
cerns and one ('anadian concern. It was organized 
as a holding eompaiiy to take over orders for ra- 
tions in the Fiiiti’d States and ('anada. The Im- 
perial Canneries, it is stated, has begun to apjior- 
tion tile laisiness among American and (’anadian 
packers, Avliolesale griH*ers and c.amiers.
